Sen. Knowland 
Defends Cuts 
In Armed Forces 


WASHINGTON IF — Senate Re­ 
publican Leader William F. Know­ 
land today defended the adminis­ 
tration’s military manpower cut­ 
backs as part of a program best 
designed for the long haul of cold 
war. 
Knowland expressed confidence 
the United States will have suf­ 
ficient military strength, in coop­ 
eration with the collective defense 
of Allies, to stop any “ brush w ars” 
stirred up by the Communists. 
But at the sam e time he warned 
that the collective defense system 
will only be reliable so long as 
there are no further “ backdowns” 
by the United States in the face of 
the Communists. 
Meanwhile, the Senate Republi­ 
can 
Policy Committee furnished 
GOP senators with a whole glos­ 
sary of new weapons with which 
to fight back against the Demo­ 
cratic attack on the adm inistra­ 
tion's defense budget. 
A memorandum prepared by the 
staff of the Policy Committee lists 
the new weapons—including guided 
missiles still under development— 
as one reason permitting a cut­ 
back in conventional ground forces. 
Knowland 
emphasized 
another 
argum ent certain to be used by 
Republicans against the Democrats 
—namely, that the cutbacks had 
been approved by President Eisen­ 
hower. 
“ The President has as much ex­ 
perience as any living man on de­ 
fense problems,” Knowland said, 
“ and he is certainly not going to 
do anything detrimental to the de­ 
fense interests of the nation ” 
Knowland told reporters the na­ 
tion must be prepared for a cold 
w ar that may last as long as 50 
years. 
Faced with this prospect, 
he said, the nation has a choice of 
maintaining a large standing Army 
or “ a workable alternative" of a 
smaller military 
“ that will not 
completely 
break 
the financial 
back of the nation.”

sees eye-to-eye with Eden on such 
matters.

days ago Churchill crossed every­ 
body up by saying again in Com­ 
mons he felt such talks should 
start “ at the sum m it.” 
There was imm ediate confusion 
at the Foreign Office, but Eden s 
choice of MacMillian was a strong 
indication Britain will

advocacy of the 
low-level approach. 
Eden s decision to content him ­ 
self w ith only th re e m ajor changes 
in his cabinet was a strong indica­ 
tion that he will call an early elec­ 
tion. The concensus of opinion was 
May 26 or June 16. Eden planned 
to stay at Chequers until Tuesday, 
and no announcement was expect­ 
ed until after Easter.
